To Youth Prd 


The Park Commissioners 


¡heard Park Superintendent Don. 
ald C. High report on the status 
of the Youth Opportunity Pro- 
gram at their regular meeting 
Tuesday. 

High told the board that the 
park system would make appli- 
cation to the federal govern- 
ment for a program consisting 
of 52 boys and one girl worker. 
The boys would’ work in the 
park under various supervision 
and the girl would be secretarial 
work in the office, he said. 

He told the board that for 
every six workers in the pro- 
gram there must be one super- 
visor. It was this feature of the 
program that had most to do 
with the number the park sys- 
tem could use, he explained. 

Of the 52 boys. High said 
that 18 would be laborers and 
the others would be divided into 


the contract of Bernard Hay- 
worth for musical concerts dur- 
ing the summer in the city 
parks, 

The board stipulated that it 
would be up to the park board 
to choose the parks in which 
the concerts will be given 
throughout the summer. This is 
necessary park commissioner 
Sidney Levin said because of 
the sesquicentennial celebration 
next year. 

He said the board should be 
able to place the concerts 
where they will be most sig- 
nificant throughout the sum- 
mer. Most concerts had been 
given in Deming Park to date. 

The concerts are paid for 
out of the Simon Levi Music 
Fund.

He said that one park 
is situated close to the public 
housing development that the 
side of the park closest to the 
development be developed with 
the elderly citizens in mind 
rather than in playground equip- 
ment.

Federal Land and Water Con- 
servation Funds total $483,220 
have become available to Indi- 
lana’s official county park and 
recreation authorities for the 
development of local outdoor 
recreation facilities. Under the 
plan Vigo County’s new park 
program is eligible to receive 
$10,330. 

John Mitchell, Director of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources, made the announce- 
ment of this initial fund alloca- 
tion on the eve of the First 
Governor’s Conference on Nat- 
ural Resources and Natural 
Beauty scheduled for the Dec. 
9 and 10 in Indianapolis. 
| Mitchell stated that this first 
allocation of monies is designed

|within the counties. 
| Funds for Development 


Counties having completed 

their comprehensive develop- 
ment plans supplemental to th 
State’s Master Plan — may use 
the funds for acquisition and 
development purposes. Allo- 
cated funds not utilized within 
one year of allocation will be re- 
distributed to those counties 
with active programs. 
1 Hereafter, Land and Water 
¡Conservation Funds will be 
lavailable on an annual matching 
fund basis as individual project 
proposals are approved by the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources and the Federal Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation. Admin- 
istrated by the bureau, the fund 
derives its monies from the sale 
of surplus lands, federal tax on 
the motorboat fuels and user 
fees from National Parks and 
recreation areas.
